that the oil company had deliberately refused to put this 
artificial rubber on the market. 


-<3 I think the average citizen felt, after 


reading the wire stories from Wash- 
ington, that the sudden Japanese war 
hud caught all of us unawares and the 
government was simply looking for a 
goat on which to blame the fact wo 
probably won't have any new automo- 
bile tires for the next two or three 
years. 


That feeling is reinforced by a state- 


ment mailed out this week to the au- 
tomotive trade by the Standard Oil 
Company of Louisiana, in behalf of 
the 
New Jersey 
company whose 


laboratories developed synthetic rub- 
ber. 


Part of the Standard statement fol- 


lows: 


"Question: Why didn't Standard 


Oil go ahead after Pearl Harbor 
and build enough plants to take 
care of all of the rubber require- 
ments of the nation? 


"Answer: To do so would re- 


quire the investment of nearly 
800 million dollars. No private en- 
terprise could make this invest- 
ment to produce a product which, 
according to present prospects, will 
not be able to compete with 
natural rubber after the war. (Ed 
note: Undisputed testimony is that 
synthetic rubber costs from two 
to four times as much as natural 
rubber) Only the government can 
keep it in operation. 


"Question: Did Standard Oil rec- 


ommend, prior to Pearl Harbor, 
that government finance plants for 
synthetic rubber? ' 


"Answer: Emphatically yes. We 


recommended, in July,, 1940, that,, 
the 'government undertake the con-" 
struction 
of 
synthetic 
rubber 


plants which would produce 100,000 
tons per year. 


"Question: Could the shortage 


of synthetic rubber have been ab- 
solutely prevented by action of 
either private companies or the 
government before Pearl Harbor, 


"Answer: Considering the situa- 


tion as a whole and the divided 
opinion of the American public 
the best that could have been done 
before Pearl Harbor would have 
been to have had in operation a 
limited production, such 
as the 


100,000-ton 
program 
we 
recom- 


mended to the government. This 
would have produced 
sufficient 


rubber so that the various rubber 
companies would have had extend- 
ed experience in the compound- 
ing and building of tires from 
synthetic rubber. The knowledge 
of the war situation in the Far 
East was not sufficient to justify 
either the government or private 
industry spending, prior to Pearl 
Harbor, upwards of 800 million dol- 
las which would have been neces- 
sary to make the country complete- 
ly independent of natural rubber."

Supplies Go to 
North Africa

>;> A land, sea and air bridge equiv- 


alent to half the distance around the 
world is pouring millions of tons of 
war materials into the strategic Middle 
East for the United Nations' impend- 
ing battle against the Axis. 


America's contribution to the ef- 


• fort started shortly after President 
Roosevelt, on Dec, 27, 1940, told the 
nation that it must become "the great 
arsenal of democracy.1' 


It has roared along in force since 


a few days after Pearl Harbor, when 
liuthorilies permitted the disclosure 
that American engineers and skilled 
craftsmen ore busy in Eritrea, British- 
held Italian colony stretching 670 miles 
along the Red Sea on the route to 
Suez. 


Problems Increase 


'••' In other remote parts of Africa, in 


Egypt, and even in Palestine, Amer- 
ican technicians are at work. The bat- 
tle of supply gains strength despite 
the elements of disance and danger, 
multiplied since the United States 
^yitered the war. 


Airplanes have sliced weeks, and 


months, off the time required for ship 
inent of vital materials to the war 
area. But for tiic transport of heavy 
machinery and equipment, cargo ves- 


, sels continue in a stream through the 


Atlantic, and truck trains rumble day 
and night across the expanses of Afr- 
ican desert. 


Britain's loss ot control of the Med- 


iterranean—excepting the eastern end 
and the area flanking British-held 
Vibya and Sue;t—put the main pro- 
fblem of Middle East supply up to the 
United States .While emergency con- 
voys, heavily protected by the Bri- 
tish fleet, arc able to move in a re- 
stricted area of the Mediterranean, 
Britain now must depend mainly on 
the 'round-Africa route, 11,600 miles 
from London to Suez. 


The problem is one of ships, planes, 


trucks, men—and implements of war 
from American farms, shops and fac- 
tories. 
,1 Foremost among the routes is the 
air line from cast coast ports to Brazil,

Need Women 
in Washington 


The U. S. Civil Service Commission' 


is greatly concerned because of the 
refusal of young women to accept' 
jobs as stenographers and typists in 
Washington, D. C., as the lack of a 
sufficient number of women to fill 
.hesc positions is definitely handi- 
capping our war effort. Women steno- 
graphers and typists 
are 
urgently 


needed to fill positions in various gov- 
ernment department in Washington, 
D. C. It is the responsibility of the 
young women of America to do their 
part to bring about a speedy victory 
and this can only be accmplished if 
everyone is willing to serve in the 
position where she js most urgently 
needed and for which she is best quali- 
fied. 


The problem of transportation to 


Washington, D. C., and the erroneous 
reports of the high cost of living may 
be the reasons many young 'women 
have not applied for these positions. 
However, the various railroad com- 
panies have arranged credit plans 
whereby the individual may secure 
transportation on credit and repay the 
fare at a rate as low as $5 per month 
after they start to work. Seveal agenc- 
ies have been established in the cap- 
itol to assist newcomes in making liv- 
ing arrangements and a recent survey 
shows that the cost of living in Wash- 
ington, D. C., is very little, if any, 
higher than in such other cities as 
San Francisco and New York. 


Requirements have been cut to a 


minimum and today immediate ap- 
pointment will be given to \yprnen, 
who are able to-pass" brief'spot'"ex- 
aminations. Women must be 18 years 
of age or over to qualify. Typists 
should be able to copy simple print- 
ed material accurately and at moderate 
speed, and stenographers to take dic- 
tation at the rate ot 96 words per 
minute. The salary is ?120 per month 
and opportunities for advancement are 
unlimited.

want to do their part for national de- 
fense should immediately contact the 
Ninth U. S. Civil Service District 
Office, Room 627 Naw Federal Build- 
ing, St. Louis, Missouri; the secre- 
tary, Board of U. S. Civil Service Ex- 
aminers at any first-or second-class 
post office; or, the local U. S. Employ- 
ment Service Office.

of War Stimson said Friday that "so 
ar as the army is concerned we are 
getting pretty near the stage of being 
eady for an offensive, however, dif- 
icult it may be." 
In a review of military progress since' 
'earl Harbor given at a press con- 
crencc Stimson said: 


"Things are beginning to move and 


to move in the right direction." 


He also said that General Douglas 


MacArthur was in complete charge 
of the strategic direction of the Unit- 
ed Nation's war effort in the south- 
west Pacific but whether New Zealand 
was included in his command was a 
military secret. 


He said a formal directive was sign- 


ed April 3, with Australia and the 
Dutch which fixed the general's au- 
thority including corclination of the 
campaign against the Japanese in the 
southwest Pacific area. 


"I am now more than ever convinced 


\ve are going to get on the offensive 
and to do so at the earliest practical 
moment." 


Stimson stressed that, preparations 


for offensive warfare in a conflict 
which involved the entire globe was a 
long and difficult process.

65,000 Taken 
in Philippines 


Washington—(IP)—The War Depart- 


ment announced Friday that more 
than 65,000 troops and civilians includ- 
ing 16 generals were not reported for 
more than a week on Bataan Penin- 
sula and "presumably are in the hands 
of the enemy." 


This figure included approximately 


33,000 combat troops, about 5,500 sick 
and wounded and number of supply 
troops and some 25,000 Civilians, the 
communique said. 


There were 68 army nurses on Ba-

Trick 
Since this is the order df the day, 


this city can proudly point to itself 
as an example to the rest of the 
country, 'in the matter of converting 
peacetime factories into the produc- 
tion of guns, bullets, tanks and all 
the other items which go to make up 
the equipment of an army. 


The method of achieving the increas- 


ed production is that of using factor- 
ies and plants for purposes which 
were not dreamed of when thye were 
originally built and tooled, and, us- 
ing sub-contractors and even sub-sub 
contractors. 
^ 


Take the standard shell fuse for in- 


stance. It has 42 parts to it. This 
srpall assembly is made in this city 
with the assistance of 27 sub-contrac- 
tors, according to Lieutenant Colonel 
D. N. Houseman, chief officer of this 
ordnance district. 


In the case of the burial vault man- 


ufacturer, his plant had the funda- 
mental heavy cranes, welding units 
and large space necessary for the work 
on the tanks. The tank parts are 
welded in the plant and, in this case, 
no re-tooling or change in the phy- 
sical setup of the concern was neces- 
sary for the new work. 


The case of the vault manufactur- 


er, bathtub plant and mousetrap fac- 
tory have been repeated many times 
over in a wide variety of fields. 


A baking machine company pro- 


duces trench mortars .and shells, while 
an automobile frame company is mak- 
ing gun mounts. An ice machine firm 
is manufacturing machine tools, and 
a safe 
- - - - 


shells. 


Garage Lathe Makes 
Tank Part 
'Sub-contracting in itself is a vast 


and complicated arrangement. There 
is a large manufacturer here who us- 
es 211 principal sub-contractors, and 
they in turn .are assisted by 1056 sub- 
sub contractors. In addition to these 
men there are- those who sell the raw 
materials. 


How minute the sub-sub-cpntracting 


can become can be gauged from a 
sub-sub-contractor in an automobile 
maintenance garage; there the lathe 
at the garage is used to turn out a 
small rod that props open the door 
of a pistol porthole in a tank. 


Naturally, the business of changing 


peace-time plants into factories pro- 
ducing war-time materials is not any- 
where near completion. Keeping in 
mind this method of improvisation, 
out of 1000 plants surveyed in this 
district, Colonel Houseman estimates 
that about 850 can be used to parti- 
cipate in the arms program.

Sorghum Smut 
Hurts Crop 


Sorghum smut is frequently a ser- 


ious disease in certain varieties of 
sorghums, but, Oliver L. Adams, coun- 
ty agent, pointed out, it can be easily 
controlled. 


Sorghum smut can be easily con- 


trolled by treating the seed with cop- I 
per carbonate dust (about 
cent copper) at the rate of 2 


50 
per 


ounces

per bushel of clean seed, or with New [ 
Improved Ceresan at the rate of one- ' 
half ounce per bushel of clean seed. 


With New Improved Ceresan, the 


seed should be kept in a bin, pile, 
wagon, box, or sacks for at least 24 
hours before seeding. Treating with 
Ceresan should be done out-of-doors, 
because Ceresan is poisonous. 


Both of the dusts may be applied 


with an oil-drum treater, which is 
recommended for treating cotton seed. 


Sorghum smut, the county agent, 


said, is not the same DS corn smut, 
which cannot be controlled by seed 
treatment. Corn smut can only be 
controlled, he sadi, by using sani- 
tary measures and rotating with some 
other crop.

Inflation, which had been proceed- 


ing slowly but apparently inevitably, 
was slopped. 


Meanwhile the United Kingdom and 


the United Stales, without such cour- 
ageous action, have watched the cost 
of living continue to sour. 


Figures are boring and can be con- 


fusing. But every time a housewife 
buys groceries, or her husband a suit 
of clothes, they have lo deal with 
the unpleasant statistical fact that 
what they spent, subtracted from what 
they did have, leaves an even smaller 
remainder in their pocketbooks or 
bank account. The longer we permit 
inflation to continue, the closer the 
cost of necessities will come to eating 
up all the wage .dollars there are. 


The family -dollar of pre-war vin- 


tage was worth only 88 -cents in this 
country in February, .and is worth less 
today, although the exact measure- 
ment isn't yet available. 


The family dollar of pre-war vin- 


tage was worth only 87 cents in Canada 
and 77 cents in Great Britain in .Jan- 
uary, the latest month for which fig- 
ures are available. 


But England and Canada had been 


involved in all-out war for more than' 
two years before we began fighting, 
and for a year and a half before "we 
really began trying to create a war 
economy. 


Great Britain still is trying to curb 


inflation by guerilla methods, strik- 
ing here and there and getting no- 
where, just as we are. So -long as 
Canada did likewise her price level 
rose gradually but persistently—just 
as ours is doing. 


Then, as Fred 'S. Ferguson has told 


in his on-the-spot articles, the Do- 
minion decreed that after December 1 
no price and no wage should be high- 
er than that for the base period from 
September 15 to October 11. 


In November, the last uncontrolled 


month, the pre-war dollar was worth 
slightly under 87 cents. In December 
the dollar was worth a full 87 cents 
and in January slightly more. 


Price inflation had been stopped 


dead in its tracks, and even set back 
a few inches.

At the other extreme is the long, 


all-water route from the east coast 
through the Atlantic around he Cape 
of Good Hope and hen up the African 
east "coast to the Red Sea. It's about 
14,000 miles, and an average vessel 
can make no more than three round 
trips a year. . 


Combining land, air and sea is the 


route from the • U.. S. east coast to 
British and Free French ports on the 
African West coast. 


Cargoes may be landed at the ports 


after a 4,500-niile water trip trucked 3,- 
600 miles via Free French military 
roads to Khartoum, and then moved 
by air overland or by 'water to Cairo 
and other distribution points. 


Danger Abounds 
Danger, real and potential, lies a- 


long almost every mile of the supply 
routes. 


Ships face the attack of submarines 


and surface vessels. These 
attacks 


would gain in intensity if the Axis 
gained control of the Vichy France 
island of Madagascar off east Africa, 
or if Japan pushed more strongly into 
the Indian Ocean on the route to the 
Red Sea. 


Overland truck trains may be bomb- 


ed; Fort Lamy, in French Equatorial 
Africa, already lias been attacked from 
the air. 


Along these far-flung supply lines, 


carrying the components for victory, 
may yet come some of the bitterest 
fighting of the war.

Lesson 


Good Living, Honesty and Sincerity 
More. Important Than Good Manners 
Text: Luke 11:37-48, 52-54 


By WILLIAM E. GILROY, D. D. 
Editor of Advance 
Honesty and sincerity are at the very 


heart of true religious profession. "As 
a man thinketh in his heart, so is 
he." If honesty and sincerity are in 
the heart there will be truth in words 
and actions. 


Throughout the ages men have made 


profession of religion a cloak for much 
that has not been honest or sincere. 
Sometimes this arises from sheer hy- 
pocrisy. It may be socially advantag- 
eous to seem to be what one is not. 
To have a good reputation in the 
community may be greatly to one's in- 
terest, and if a man have not the 
root of the matter in him his religion 
may be a matter almost entirely of 
profession and very little of posses- 
sion. 


But not all who lack honesty and 


sincerity in their religious lives are 
at heart hypocrites. There are many 
for whom religion is a sort of con- 
vention; they accept without much 
thought formal teachings and formal 
practices and customs. With such ac- 
ceptance there may be heartfelt sinc- 
erity. It would be a great mistake to 
imagine that those who are strict in 
outward practice are necessarily lack- 
ing in inward religion. But there is 
always the great danger that outward 
conformity may be emphasized with- 
out much regard for inward grace 
and righteousness. 


When Jesus in the story in our les- 


son came into the home of a Pharisee 
who had invited Him to dinner, He sat 
down to eat without first washing His 
hands. This was an offense against 
Jewish custom, and it was also so 
much a tvariance with a reasonable 
practice of cleanliness that one can 
only conclude that Jesus did it pur- 
posely because He sensed the pre- 
tentiousness of some of those who 
were present, and because He wanted

He look Ihe view Hint 
they should observe Hie mailers fo 
Ihe law, but that they ought not to 
leave the greater and the more im- 
portant things undone. He rebuked 
them for their love of place and praise. 
Surely a just rebuke from one who 
placed humility at the very heart of 
Christian virtues and attitudes! 


One of those present, a lawyer—that 


is, a teacher of Jewish law, not a 
lawyer in our modern sense of the 
term-sought to justify himself but 
Jesus turned to him and reminded 
him that lawyers shared his rebuke 
in that they were wont to require 
from others what they would not do 
themselves. 


The lesson is a plea for reality, such 


as is needed in every age. True Christ- 
ianity is the foe of all pretentiousness 
and self-glorification and of all ef- 
fort lo make an outward show for 
self-interest or for some other cause 
of what is not really in one's heart 
and life. The demand of God is that 
we should be sincere and honest, and 
that wo profess love lo God and love 
to man, in determining what is just 
and right and not merely what is ex- 
pedient or according to a custom. It 
is an excellent tiling to have good 
manners, but good manners are not 
a substilule for good living.

Axis Due to 
Strike Soon

The United Nations' strategy of the 


Middle East is one of defense—made 
necessary by the spreading of forces 
during the winter so men and ma- 
terials might be sent to India, Malaya 
and the Japanese fronts. 


The Axis strategy is one of offense 


—military, diplomatic and propaganda, 
in preparation for the anticipated 
spring double or triple pinccr move- 
ment on Suez. 


Military experts have said that Hit- 


ler might begin driving to the east 
during the middle of April and that 
the Allied defensive semi-circle from 
Libya through Palestine and Syria to 
the Turkish frontier has been rein- 
forced to meet it. The Libyan front 
already has become active. 


The propaganda and diplomatic of- 


fensive seems to have had little ef- 
fect. Hitler has appealed to the Mo- 
hammedans to revolt against British 
imperialism. So far they have re- 
mained loyal to the United Nations, 
helped to freeze Vichy France out of 
Syria, to put down the June, 1941, 
revolt of Axis-in-clined Iraqui, and to 
discourage similar defections in Iran. 


The diplomatic assault, principally 


against Turkey, also has shown few 
results, other than to help neutralize

her neutrality and thus 
United Nations unsure of 
tion. 


Hitler is reported building up a 


strong desert-going mechanized army 
—probably two Geman and one Ital- 
ian amored divisions and six infantry 
divisions—in Libya wtterc General 
Von Rommel already is advancing. 


Military experts say most of the 


mechanized desert fighting is done be- 
fore the shooting starts: The side that 
has made the most complete prepara- 
tions for reinforcements, communica- 
tions, supplies, wate, gasoline and oil, 
will win. 


Virtually unbroken aerial bombard- 


ment of Malta, England's islnnd fort- 
ress on the Axis convoy route from 
Italy to Libya, has limited Ihc British 
submarine and naval blockade sink- 
ings to 60 per cent of the supply ships. 
The 40 per cent that got through may 
have been enough. 


The Nazis are reported massing 


40,000 parachute troops in Crete—to be 
dropped behind the British Eighth 
Army holding the Libyan front and 
possibly in Alexandria, Cairo and in 
the canal zone. 


Hundreds of vessels of all sizes, 


making up an invasion fleet capable 
of carrying assault troops to Syria, 
Palestine and to Turkey if necessary, 
are said to be assembled in Greek 
ports. 


The British fleet now can call only 


the eastern quarter of the Mediterran- 
ean Sea its own. But this sector can 
be held only so long as Turkey re- 
mains neutral or joins the United Na- 
tions. 


The triple pinccr movement thus 


can move simultaneously on Suez from 
Lizya across the deserts of North 
Africa and Egypt; directly by sea anct 
air toward Suez, the British naval 
supply stations at Haifa's pipe lino 
terminal; by land through Turkey, 
across Syria and circle clown in back 
toward Sue/.; or by land north of 
Turkey and the Black Sen through 
Russia's 
Caucasus 
then 
clown 
to 


Syria, Iran, Iraq, India and till points 
cast. 


If it gets there, it will have cut 


Russia off from British and Amer- 
ican supplies; sloped naval reinforce- 
ments and supplies coming through 
the Red Sea and the Suez Canal; cut 
the British Middle East armies in two 
for easy dcciminntion; developed a 
new Russian fronl driving north from 
Syria; opened a comparatively easy 
road to India to meet Japan. 


But waiting to blunt and break the 


Axis pincers are: 


General Auchinleck and three Brit- 


ish armies—the Eighth Army in Libya 
and Egypt; the Ninth in Palestine and 
Syria; the 10th in Iran und Iraq. 


A strong Russian Amy that moved 


from Georgia to occupy Iran as fin- 
south as Teheran to protect the Kaku 
and ChikishUu- oil fields from Axis- 
inspired assaults from the south. 


An increasingly strong Arab mil- 


itary force under Major Jorn Glubb 
whose forays inlo Syria, cutting rail- 
road lines and blasting bridges, proved 
its ability to maintain order among
